present administration Russia has been forced with a succes-

A few months ago there was a dearth of wheat in Russia 


and the people of that nation began to wondefwhether, after 
all, the soviet form of government is as much to be desired as 
they once thought^The bolshevik authorities put forth heroic 
efforts and managed to surmount this difficulty and the mur- 
muring of the Russian common people was-quieted. N7ow, re- 
ports state, sugar is scarce in Russia, due to the failure of the 
crop in the Ukraine. While not of the same proportions as the 
wheat famine it has already resulted in the closing of several 
important refineries and again the soviet authorities are mak- 
ing frantic efforts to secure a supply abroad which will meet 
the present emergency. 


It is highly probable that the Soviet will be successful in 


meeting this emergency but -each time it deals with such a 
crisis, despite the fact that existing unrest is stilled, the' soviet I * 
faces a more difficult problem when the next emergency arises. " 
Nothing so works against the success of any government as a 
series of famines. Whether the government in power is respon- 
sible or does not allay discontent for it does not fill hungry 
stomachs. The soviet has promised much and the simple peas- 
ant of Russia has come to look to it as responsible for all that 
affects him. If it improves his condition he will support it to 
the end. If, while in power, it permits famine to stalk through 
the land, the peasant blames his government and his enthu- 
siasm for it cools. Truly, the soviet is treading on thin ice and 
famine and unsatisfactory economic conditions may yet do 
what propaganda has utterly failed to do—it may throw the 
bolsheviki out of power.
